Of Interest to Star-Gazers 


Mrs. Eaton has called attention to the following note in 
the New York Herald Tribune of July 9th. “A great comet, which 
hasn't visited the earth for possibly 100--perhaps 1,000--ycars, is 
herding back tonight and may become visible to the unaided eye... 
Dr, Whipple (Hrrvard) said the new comet should first appear as a 
small hazy star in the constellation Perseus, near the star Alpha 
Perseii, in the early morning northeastern sky. It should 6 
northward and eastward, he said, and should be found on August 4, 
about 15 degrees below the Pole Stur and be visible at midnight. 

"Nesring mid-August, when astronomers predict it will 
reach its maximum brilliance, it should appear near the second star 
in the handleoof the Big Dipper, Dr. Whipple said, and should be 
moving at the rate of five degrees a day across the sky."
